I„ reply to the Official Action dated July 31, 2002, applicants request tot the above- 
identified application be amended as follows and reconsidered in light of the appended remarks. 


IN THE CLAIMS: 

Please enter the folding amended version of claims 1 and 2 into the record: 


1 (Amended) A substrate witWa transparent conductive film, comprising a transparent 
substrate, and a transparent conductiv/film formed on a surface of said transparent substrate, 
wherein said transparent conductiv/lm has a work function of 4.9 to 5.5 eV, a surface 
roughness of 1 to 10 nm, and a s/ific resistance of 1.6 x 10" Q • cm or less, 

wherein said transpar/conductive film is formed on the surface of said transparent 
substrate by an ion plating/thod by using indium tin oxide which is a mixture of tin oxide and 
indium oxide as a material to be vaporized. 
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
